MURDERED. - 


TROOPS RAID TEMPLE. 


One of the most dramatic occur- 
renecs in the history of the Shang-

“A SPRING VACATION,” 


Owing the unsettled conditions 
brought about by tho labour strike, 
Lingnan University (Canton Chris. 
tian College) hag given its students 
a “two-weeks spring vacation,” 
beginning on Friday last and 


extending to April 20 in- 
clusive, reporta the Canton Gazette. 
All the students have been ordered 
to leave the University campus. 
They .also have been ordered to 
take, a3 far as possible, all.of their 
belongings with them. No student 
is allowed to remain on the Univer- 
sity campua unless he cannot con- 
'veniently return home to his par- 
ents or relatives. ¢ 
All day long on Friday the stud- 
ents at Lingnan were busy packing 
‘Hundreds of students have already 
left the Campus, The total num- 
ber of students at Lingnan, includ- 
ing the associated middlo school, 
primary school, and the free achools 
for the poor, is well over a thou- 
sand.. They have to. varry their 
own things from their dormitories 
to the wharf, as they are not allowed 
to hire any outside labour for the 
purpose, since the Strike was de- 
elared last: Tuesday. However, the 
members of the staff, both Chinese 
and, foreign, will not leave the ins- 
titution.

"BRITISH POLICY. 


SHARPLY CRITICISED 
IN SHANGHAL 


CHANGE OF FRONT NEEDED: 


‘ Shanghai, April 7. 

A scathing criticism of .the 
Government’s present policy in 
China was made by Mr. JSS. 
Cooper at a mecting of tho Royal 
Colonial Institute held here when 
it was decided to draft a cable to 
the Council 6f the Royal Colonial 
Lustitute ‘with the request that its 
contents should be transmitted to 
the British Government. 
meeting of Fellows of the Institute 
is being held later this week’ when 
ae propesed cable will be presen 
ed. 


Mr. Cooper said tho meeting has, 
been called to consider what the 
Fellows of the Royal Colonial Jn- 
stitute could do to help in the pre- 
sent critical situation. There was, 
‘no doubt that the situation, was 
critical and except in Shanghai, 
where there was an ‘adequate de- 
fence, the safety of all foreigners 
in China was in the balance. 


Continuing he said “The lives. of 
the foreigners!'depend’on the policy 
of the Powers. Up tothe present 
the British policy has proved dis- 
estrous. It has failed in its avow- 
ed objects. ‘By giving way to mob’ 
violence and by submitting to tho 
insults of the Chinese under 
Southern influence we have inter- 
vened most unhappily in the Chin- 
ese situation, : 


Conciliated Nobody. 


We have discouraged the North, 
and we have made the way easy for 
the aritators who have spread even 
to Peking and Manchuria. We 
have conciliated nobody. We. have 
not advanced, but rather retarded 
the so-called legitimate aspirations 
of the Chinese. 

if rny group in this faction- 
gundered country is fit to be called’ 
“dhe Chinese” surely it is the sober 
hogy of Chinese businessmen, in- 
dusirintisty and farmers. Our 
weakness has brought disaster’ 
‘after disaster upon their heads. 
In tho British Concessions, where 
Chinese had been permitted to live, 
we were in the position of trustees 
for the persons and property of 
these Chinege. ‘That trust we have 
betrayed, also the trust of British 
and other foreign residents, of the 
Hankow and Kiukiang Concessions: 


Injuries Taken Lying Down. 


Our, futile attempts at concilia- 
tion have been directed . towards 
winning the friendship of the 
worst: elements in the ‘country, at 
the expense of our own people and 
of the best of the Chinese. The 
policy has been “Smplemented,” as 
the diplomats say, by 4 series of 
friendly advances, Lach of these 
advances has been the signal for 
more ' gutragcous demands, for 
more intolerable insults, and for 
more murderous attacks. 

The reason is not ‘to seek. In 
the minds of such as now control 
the Southern party, friendliness is 
merely a symptom of fear—and to 


that there is no danger in 
inflicting: a second. Nothing could 
show this more clearly than the 
prompt effect of Japanese forbear- 
ance at Nanking. ‘The situation, of 
Japanese residents in Hankow {m- 
mediately became unbearable, and 
thei evacuation is now reported.

‘Change of Policy Wanted. 


‘Surely it must be clear that tho 
continuance of the declared policy 
of Great Britain towards China can 
only result in more and more viol- 
ence, until the situation passes 
what is tolerable, and force must 
“be used in the end. The longer we 
forbear the grenter ' will be the 
spread of belief that we arc afraid, 
and the heavier will be ‘the action 
necessary to correct the error. 

It is high time for the policy o 
Great Britain to be changed, and 
for the change to be made public. 
Until this is done we shall bg’ sub- 
mitted to those indignities, insults 
and injuries which are the lot of 
those believed to be afraid to hit 
back, 

Let us.therefore, as loyal Britons. 
and as friends of the good in China, 
bend our efforts towards 4 complete | 
reconstruction of British policy in 
China, No other action can-amoun!
